The application has been amended as follows: Claims 52 and 53 are cancelled. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6, 8-23, 25-42, and 44-51 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Broderick et 
al (US 5576710), Kasevich et al (US 5214432), and Dvorak et al (US 2004/0021597) do 
not teach nor make obvious (claim 1) the conduct layer reflects EM waves passed 
through the pattern layer, the second dielectric layer, the high-resistance conductor 
layer and the first dielectric layer, a resistivity of the resistance conductor layer is larger 
than a resistivity of the conduct layer, (claim 19) the conduct layer reflects EM waves 
passed through the pattern layer, the second dielectric layer, the linear pattern 
resistance layer and the first dielectric layer, a resistivity of the linear pattern resistance 
layer is larger than a resistivity of the conduct layer, (claim 22) the grid-like conductor 
layer reflects EM waves passed through the pattern layer, the second dielectric layer, 
the linear pattern resistance layer and the first dielectric layer a resistivity of the linear 
pattern resistance layer is larger than a resistivity of the grid-like conductor layer, and 
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the high-resistance conductor of the linear pattern resistance laver has a volume 
resistivity defined in claim 22, (claim 31) the radio wave reflection layer reflects EM 
waves passed through the pattern layer, the second dielectric layer, the linear pattern 
resistance layer and the first dielectric layer, and the high-resistance conductor of the 
linear pattern resistance layer has a volume resistivity defined in claim 31 , (claim 32) the 
radio wave reflection layer reflects EM waves passed through the pattern layer, the 
second dielectric layer, the linear pattern resistance layer and the first dielectric layer, 
and the high-resistance conductor of the linear pattern resistance laver has a volume 
resistivity defined in claim 32, (claim 33) the conduct layer reflects EM waves passed 
through the pattern layer, the second dielectric layer, the planar resistance layer and the 
first dielectric layer a resistivity of the planar resistance layer is larger than a resistivity 
of the conduct layer, (claim 39) the conduct layer reflects EM waves passed through the 
pattern layer, the second dielectric layer, the planar resistance layer and the first 
dielectric layer, a resistivity of the planar resistance layer is larger than a resistivity of 
the conduct layer, (claim 41 ) the conduct layer reflects EM waves passed through the 
pattern layer, the second dielectric layer, the high-resistance conductor layer and the 
first dielectric layer a resistivity of the high-resistance conductor layer is larger than a 
resistivity of the conduct layer, (claim 42) the conduct layer reflects EM waves passed 
through the pattern layer, the second dielectric layer, the high-resistance conductor 
layer and the first dielectric layer a resistivity of high-resistance conductor layer is larger 
than a resistivity of the conduct layer.
